OPERA SINGERS IN CONCERTS 


Ne of the most interesting concerts of 
O the season was that given by Mme. 
Schumann-Heink in Carnegie Hall, 
the only appearance in song recital this season 
which the great contralto made in New York. 
Here is a singer—an operatic singer, if you 
please—who is an artist on the concert platform. 
Usually one expects too much from the opera sin- 
ger whenever the occasion is one which elimi- 
nates the trappings of opera for, with rare ex- 
ceptions, few singers whose careers have been 
in opera, ever attain high rank upon the con- 
cert or oratorio stage. Mme. Schumann-Heink 
is one of those remarkable artists who really 
deserve to be so called through having versatility 
enabling them to appear with equal credit re- 
gardless of the character of the musical per- 
formance. She sings with the same artistry 
when the composition is a simple, charming 
song as when she put her equipment to the task 
of the most trying aria. Students would do 
well to hear this singer—and so, too, would some 
of the so called “‘artists” who have been heard 
here this winter at the opera houses. 
A striking example of a great operatic 
star singing with scant musical success in con- 
cert was that of Miss Mary Garden at a recent 
benefit affair in New York. Miss Garden 
sang without financial remuneration and she 
probably drew a large part of the audience 
which was present. But she is not a great sin- 
ger, measured solely as a singer, because her 
voice is far from being exceptional. It is 
quite an ordinary occurrence for this star to 
sing out of tune and her voice production is 
many degrees removed from what is correct. 
We have concert singers who are her superiors 
in every way, and, for this reason, it would 
seem that she is not altogether wise in making 
a concert appearance even though she does 
so with a laudable purpose in mind. 
It may be surprising for some to learn that 
most opera singers are so nervous, when pro- 
hibited from the action permissible in opera, 
that their singing is rendered quite ineffective. 
M. Bassi, of the Manhattan Opera Company, 
s one of these. His contortions at the Sunday 
night concerts go past the amusing point and 
he is so ill at ease that his singing gives little 
pleasure to his auditors. For the sake of the 
public it would be well for those whose single 
forte is opera singing to confine their efforts 
to this one branch.

GOSSIP 


T the exhibition of sculpture to be held 
A next month in Baltimore under the au- 
spices of the National Sculpture Society 
and the Municipal Art Society of Baltimore, 
nearly all our well-known sculptors will be repre- 
sented. Among the works to be shown are sev- 
eral marble groups and equestrian statues and 
over two hundred bronzes which have been 
cast in American foundries. 

Two more paintings have recently been 
bought by Mr. William T. Evans and added to 
the collection of works by American artists 
which he has presented to the government, and 
which are now exhibited at the Corcoran gal- 
lery of Arts in Washington. They are the 
White Parasol, by Robert Reid and Sun and 
Storm, by Paul Dougherty. 

There has lately been unveiled in Dublin a 
statue of Queen Victoria, by John Hughes, an 
Irish sculptor of note. The statue, which is 
of bronze, is mounted on a marble pedestal 
around the base of which are symbolic groups 
representing Peace, Fame, Science, Literature 
and Art. In front there is a wounded Irish 
soldier being crowned with a laurel wreath by 
Erin. 

In the lower hall of the Lenox Library Build- 
ing (N. Y. City) there have been placed on 
exhibition a number of prints by Ozias Dodge, of 
the Slater Museum, Norwich, Conn. They are 
described by him as “‘etchings made by an 
entirely new process ™ (the result of some years 
of experimenting), which consists in drawing 
on gelatine with grained surface, and then using 
this gelatine film to print by the action of light 
upon a copper plate coated with a bichro- 
mate. The coating becomes insoluble where 
ever the light acts upon it, so that when the 
portions which were protected by the lines of 
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the drawing are washed out, the plate can be 
etched with acid in the usual way. There is 
the further advantage that the original drawing 
is not destroyed, but can be used to produce as 
many plates, and as many variations, as de- 
sired. 

The prints in this exhibition are accompanied 
also by the original drawings on films, executed 
in lead pencil, crayon or red chalk.

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THE POLITICIAN’S ATTEMPT TO STRANGLE ART 


S a people we are fully persuaded that we can beat all creation at anything, and—since 
this egotistically optimistic view of our achievements, potential and actual, is so univer- 
sally held—the wonder grows that year after year we persist in proclaiming from the 

national housetops that we stand in such dread of the superiority of foreign art that we retain 
a duty on it against the protests of the class most interested—American artists. This curiously 
tribal attitude, besides being an unworthy confession of weakness is also grossly discourteous, 
for we well know that not only are American art students warmly welcomed in foreign countries, 
where they are given every privilege accorded the native student, but that the works of our 
artists are hung in European exhibitions and awarded prizes and honorable mentions galore on 
their merits. Is it anything short of disgraceful that in return for all the solid advantages thus 
freely offered us, we should, by a tariff on culture, develop all manner of unpleasant com- 
plications for foreign artists as well as for the American who has the temerity to buy costly 
and unique examples of foreign art? 


In this connection the informed will immediately think of Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan, who 
is obliged to keep a large and rarely valuable collection in England, because the duty on it would 
be so enormous in amount as to constitute too heavy a penalty for an enlightened attempt to se- 
cure for his country priceless art treasures—such collections inevitably finding their way event- 
ually into the possession of the public This distinguished art patron, by the way, is at the 
moment in England for the express purpose of opening the collection referred to for the inspection 
of Queen Alexandria, who had expressed a desire to see it. 


Doubtless it is not known to all that year after year the most eminent artists, sculptors 
and painters have gone to Washington and labored with legislatures to have the tariff taken off 
art, and that senators and congressmen admit the arguments presented against it to be unanswer- 
able, and do not even attempt a defense. Like Poe’s historic raven they have but one reply— 
not daring to touch the subject for fear of its effect upon the whole tariff question. Thus is a gross 
injustice to the people of this country perpetuated, for it is the American public which is the poorer 
for this stupidity, the history of the art development of any nation showing that the efforts of 
enlightened statesmen have always been directed to bringing into their countries the products 
of nations more advanced than their own, often at the point of the sword. Is it conceivable that 
France, for instance, could have attained the supremacy in the arts which she held for so long if 
her Cardinals and other leaders of church and State had not seen to it that Italy’s treasures, her 
artists and her artisans were brought into the country and made the medium for the education 
of the native French in the arts ? 


Centuries ago the statesmen of that European country had the perspicacity and the patriotism 
to pursue this enlightened policy. Per contra, in the United States in this twentieth century, 
the politician at Washington, sitting tight on the tariff lid, deprives its eighty millions of people 
of their birthright as citizens of a land of boasted opportunity to be afforded every facility 
for development in the arts. 


And the most humiliating pat of it is that in addition to being deprived of the educational 
value of foreign art works, the whole people are held responsible for such a benighted policy, 
since this is a representative government and the politicians who refuse to abandon the tax are 
duly elected representatives of the people. The women of the nation, the minors and the mentally 
incapable are in reality the only ones who are guiltless in thus giving another reason for the ac- 
cusation so freely made that, as a nation, it is sordid considerations only that weigh with us.

Lenten Entertaining 

Except for Duchesses, we have not had much 
in the way of social sensation these first days 
of Lent. Her Grace of Marlborough is now 
with us and the Duchess of Sutherland, one of 
the great ladies of England who has been here 
for the past three months incognito, sails away 
this week. She goesto Dunrobin, her beautiful 
home in the North of Great Britain. Last sum- 
mer, she entertained there the Duke and Duch- 
ess of Connaught. English people are still 
coming over in numbers. They stop a few 
days in New York and then go on to Mexico, 
to California and the South. The town is be- 
ginning to have a deserted look. 
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Ev. Lyman P. Powell, who was at one 
R time stationed in New York, contrib- 
utes the latest volume to the consider- 
able body of polemics directed against Chris- 
tian Science. In Christian Science: The Faith 
and its Founder, Mr. Powell acknowledges the 
great*good that many persons have drawn from 
Mrs. Eddy’s philosophy and the unique charac- 
ter and power of the woman herself. In con- 
sidering the subject historically he comes to the 
conclusion that Mrs. Eddy did learn her faith 
from. Quimby, did freely acknowledge her in- 
debtedness to him and then repudiated his share 
in the matter and claimed exclusive credit to 
herself for the discovery of Christian Science. 
rhe evidence that he presents on this subject 
seems conclusive. He also shows that Mrs. 
Eddy in her early life, and indeed up to twenty- 
five or thirty years ago, was from time to time 
a guest for long periods in houses where, in al- 
most every case, her influence made for discord 
and led to her eventual departure at the request 
of her hosts. He shows also, which is perhaps 
the most difficult thing for the Christian Scien- 
tist to explain away, that Mrs. Eddy has grown 
rich through the price that she has charged for 
lessons in Christian Science healing, and by the 
enormous sale of a book which fetches a price 
far above the cost of production. 

Mr. Powell finds Mrs. Eddy’s philosophy 
vague and inconsistent, though even he does 
not deny that in some sort, matter may be re- 
garded as purely a manifestation of mind. His 
discussion of her philosophy is ably done, though 
he apparently falls into an error rather remark- 
able in a theologian, as to the significance of the 
phrase ‘* immaculate conception.”’ Mrs. Eddy’s 
fantastic belief in malignant animal magnetism 
is a subject that the author finds it difficult to 
treat without levity and with respect, as indeed 
well he may. In his references to what may be 
called the darker passages in Mrs. Eddy’s life, 
he is usually careful to indicate his authority, 
and he says specific illy that he has investigated 
the charges of Georgine Milmine and has 
tound them in every case well authenticated. 
He refers once or twice to Dr. Wiggin, for a 
time the literary adviser of Mrs. Eddy, but Dr. 
Wiggin’s readiness to lend himself to the propa- 
gation of a faith in which he had no belief and 
to the counsel of a woman whom he not infre- 
quently ridiculed, makes his testimony against 
her questionable. In the chapter on Christian 
Science healing, Mr. Powell makes out a pretty 
strong case against the extravagant claims of 
Mrs. Eddy’s followers. 

Taken all in all Mr. Powell's book is unusu- 
ally temperate and it is likely to be decidedly 
effectual as an attack at least upon the head of 
the Christian Science Church, though the 
charges of course are not new and they have 
already been discounted by Mrs. Eddy’s fol- 
lowers. The book will be chiefly effective with 
those who are still open-minded upon the sub- 
ject of Christian Science.

F anything can soften the ill repute of Aaron 
Burr in the opinion of the American peo 
ple, it will be the story of his devotion to 

his first wife and his daughter, the beautiful and 
brilliant Theodosia, and accordingly, Charles 
Felton Pidgin’s book, Theodosia, the First 
Gentlewoman of her Time, may be regarded as 
a step toward that end. Mr. Pidgin gives 
much of his book to genealogy, and a good 
deal to the discussion of ‘Theodosia’s possible 
fate—-whether she was shipwrecked or more ro- 
mantically made to walk the plank by a lustful 
pirate, but that part ot the volume which will 
most interest the ordinary reader is the matter 
concerned with the romantic marriage of Burr, 
and with the education of his daughter, and his 
subsequent companionship and correspondence 
with her. 

Burr was undoubtedly an unscrupulous poli- 
tician, but in judging the verdict of his con- 
temporaries upon him we must bear in mind 
that he mortally offended the most powerful fac- 
tion in each great political party of his time, 
and slew in a duel the greatest leader of the 
Federalists. He has his apologists even in the 
matter of the duel; it is not proved that he di- 
rectly intrigued with the Federalists at the time 
of the contested presidential election of 1804-5, 
and guileful as he showed himself in the Burr- 
Blennerhassett expedition, the full story of that 
affair is yet to be written. As to his first mar- 
riage, it was a love match, in which he showed 
courage and delicacy, and the old scandal which 
charged that the marriage took place some years 
before the death of the lady’s first husband is 
fully set at rest by Mr. Pidgin’s evidence. 
Burr's relations with his wife, a woman of rare 
quality, were beautiful, at least so far as we 
can see upon the surface, and some of the let- 
ters that are quoted by Mr. Pidgin from their 
correspondence would do credit to any husband 
and wife. The letters to the daughter aré even 
more charming, and some of the best were 
written when Burr was an exile in Europe after 
the killing of Hamilton, and pursued by the 
hatred of more than half his fellow country- 
men. Mr. Pidgin’s book is tedious in many 
chapters, and it has too often the tone of special 
pleading, but it has much human interest in the 
intimate domestic passages. The illustrations 
are very numerous, and while some might well 
have been omitted as of no special significance, 
most are well worth while.

sionists and Copperheads, for his work to be 
accepted as a history of the period. 

Wrong as slavery was, both economically 
and morally, and mad as secession was, the 
matter of emancipation was not so easy and 
simple as it seemed to those in the north, who 
agitated against slavery and of course secession 
was less an act of treason than the result of the 
south’s long isolation and its constitutional 
theory. If Mr. Binns had put these things 
strongly and clearly he would have treated the 
opponents of Mr. Lincoln with more wisdom 
and fairness. Of course, his is not the bitter- 
ness of the American who was a part of those 
times, and who felt intensely the evil of slavery 
and the wickedness of disunion. It is rather 
that of the English radical, to whom the con- 
servative slaveholders and the extreme state 
rights theorists are hateful as clogging the pro- 
gress of a great people. 

Mr. Binns’ appreciation of Lincoln’s con- 
spicuous traits of humor and humanity is de- 
lightful; so also is his feeling for Lincoln's mas- 
terly prose style. He treats McClellan with 
more consideration than that General usually 
receives at the hands of northern historians, and 
he sympathizes with Lincoln in his reconstruc- 
tion policy. There are, however, some errors 
of fact in Mr. Binns’ book, as for example, 
when he seems to assume that Tyler's selection 
of Democrats for the Cabinet preceded his 
break with the Whig Party, and he is certainly 
wrong in his assumption that secession was not 
popular in most of the Southern States, as in 
his denial that for the most of the war the 10,- 
000,000 people of the south were one. It was 
late in the conflict indeed, that a Confederate 
general suddenly realized that the end was ap- 
proaching, when he heard a common soldier 
say, ** This is the rich man’s war, and the poor 
man’s fight.”’ 

Mr. Binns’ book will greatly interest Ameri- 
cans by reason of its sympathy with the great 
character portrayed. It is written in a very 
agreeable style and is not too long. The illus- 
trations are valuable, although it is to be re- 
gretted that he chose for his frontispiece an 
idealized portrait of Lincoln, and neglected to 
give some of the pictures that show the lank and 
almost grotesque form of the ex-president. <A 
better frontispiece would have been one of the 
familiar photographs somewhat recently pub- 
lished by a photographer of the west, who was 
acquainted with Lincoln.

An indication of a gratifying change in public 
opinion was the publication by The Independent 
of an article in which it was made a matter 
of rejoicing that this age of invention is freeing 
animals from doing painful drudgery for the 
service of man. Electricity and gasoline have 
emancipated the horse from cars and are in 
a fair way to free it from the service of vehicles, 
both of the pleasure and utility varieties. The 
article was in marked contrast to the tone of 
press utterances a few years ago when the 
electric cars were first installed in the metro- 
polis. The burden of journalistic comment at 
that time was that the horse was a good riddance, 
because the odor of stalls is intolerable in a 
crowded city, but there was not the slightest 
acknowledgment of the service the poor 
patient and usually very badly treated drudge 
of a car horse rendered his higher kin.

THE NEW COLORS FOR MIL- 
LINERY 


He new color names have been borrowed 
not only from flowers and fruits, as in 
the past, but also from jewels, in 

fact from everything in existence that applies 
best to them, in order to make the description 
most clearly comprehensible. As to the colors 
named after jewels, there is a new shade of 
green called malachite, looking in every detail 
exactly like the stone itself, and having the same 
bluish tinge on the surface. Emerald green is 
very much in vogue, but it has been given a 
new name—it is called jade in the lighter tones 
(also ver-de-gris) and melon in the darker tones. 
Sapphire blue is also a strong feature in this 
season's colors, and is shown in three tones, 
the darkest of which is called matelot. There 
is a beautiful new shade shown in metallic 
green—this is a vivid color, with a reflex like 
silver, copper or bronze, looking particularly 
well in rich satin or taffetas, and a great help in 
producing unusually attractive effects. Corot 
green is a smoky gray-green, extremely soft 
in color, and very much like new willow 
shade, with the exception that the latter shows 
a prevailing note of brownish yellow, lacking in 
the former . 

Oyster white is very popular; this is a grayish 
tone, producing a much softer effect than dead 
or chalk white. Tokio blue is very much on the 
gobelin blue order, equally subdued, but of an 
unusual warm tone, with a slight yellow tinge, 
while gentian is the same hard shade that is 
shown in the Alpine flower, looking as if glaced 
under a whitish surface. Bleu morte may also 
be classed in this order, though it is a great 
deal less brilliant and vivid than gentian. 
Larkspur blue corresponds to Saxe blue in the 
darker tones, while the lighter ones range to- 
wards China and water blue, though they have 
a decidedly greenish tone, making them 
translucent. Danish blue is pretty this season. 

The red color is represented by several new 
shades, of which Fuchsia is the most popular. 
This is a very vivid tone, almost a cerise, with a 
purplish undertone, exactly like the hues of the 
flower after which it is called. Dull raspberry 
is similar to the last named color, only a great 
deal more unobtrusive on account of the purple 
tone, which is substituted by a pinkish one, 
which is very effective. Poppy red is the flam 
ing scarlet the word implies, while vieux rose 
is the brownish pink seen in faded roses. With- 
out the slight cast of brown the color is called 
fraise ecrasee (crushed strawberry). Crimson 
is also very popular—a rather bright red with an 
extremely warm tone, making it very attractive. 

Two distinctly new purple tones are shown in 
raisin and mulberry. The former is the brown- 
ish purple presented by dried plums and grapes, 
showing the faintest suggestion of a whitish 
tinge on the surface while the latter is also dull 
purple, but with a pronouncedly yellow tone. 
Safranor is a brilliant yellow similar to topaz, 
but without the pinkish orchid tone, which is 
replaced by a bright shade. 

Brown is very much in vogue and is repre- 
sented by the entire gamut, comprising light 
tones which may be classed among the tan colors. 
Forest brown is a warm color that reminds one 
of rust brown to some extent only being more 
reddish than yellow. Tabac shows a yellow 
undertone that lends an absolute variance from 
the original tobacco color, producing a novel 
and very pleasing effect, and cigarre is a muddy 
mixture between coffee and cinnamon brown, 
very good in combination with other colors. 
Burnt straw, burnt onion, burnt orange, are 
at the hight of fashion; they have one character- 
istic in common with each other—a pronounced 
reddish tint proper to apricots.

SPOKEN ENGLISH IN AMERICA 


SECOND PAPER 


F all the merely physical obstacles to 
O clear and agreeable utterance none 
is commoner and none more easily 
removed than the habit of speaking with the 
mouth insufficiently opened. This fault is 
popularly charged against rural New Englan- 
ders, and is sometimes ascribed to an uneasy 
desire to protect the mouth from the incursions 
of the east wind. It is, however, quite as com- 
mon in the Middle Atlantic States, and while 
most marked among the uneducated, it is ex- 
hibited in the region of Philadelphia by many 
who have behind them generations of education 
and social consideration. The effect of speak- 
ing with the mouth insufficiently opened is 
one of constraint, almost of embarrassment, 
and it makes real charm of utterance impossible, 
for it tends to reduce the vowel sounds to some- 
thing like a common level, and hence to rob 
the speech of musical variety. Speakers who 
have this fault in its most aggravated form seem 
possessed with a fear that something foul may 
enter or something precious escape from the 
mouth if it be opened wide enough for proper 
enunciation. 

A great beauty of good English speech is the 
variety of vowel sounds. The English vowels 
run a delicious gamut, and in the mouth of a 
careful speaker with proper physical and 
mental 
they have somewhat the effect of a cunningly 
The sweetest 


equipment for agreeable utterance, 
ordered chime of silvery bells. 
English poetry depends in large part for its 
effect upon a properly varied sequence of the

accented vowels. Note the sequence of suc 


accented vowels in this from Burns: 


“*Thou lingering star of lesser ray 
That lov'st to greet the early morn, 
Again thou usher’st in the day 
My Mary from my soul was torn.” 


Again, what are perhaps the most famous

It is the same with those lyrics of Shelley 
that seem to lift the reader upon unseen wings 
into the far blue heavens. One opens with 
this succession of accented vowels: 

“ Rarely, rarely comest thou, 

Spirit of delight.” 


Another, perhaps even finer still, the lyric 
To Night, opens thus: 


“ Swiftly walk o'er the western wave, 
Spirit of Night!” 


Still another poem of Sheley’s illustrating 
the magic effect of vowel music are the post- 


humous ** Lines,” beginning: 


“When the lamp is shattered, 
The light in the dust lies dead 


Even richer in vowel music, and in alliter- 
ative effect are the opening lines of the second 


stanza: 


**As music and splendor 
Survive not the lamp and the lute.” 


Perhaps the finest vowel sound in the Eng- 
lish language is the broad “*a,” or more ac- 
curately, the open “*a, park,” “lark, 
The fcllowing “‘r™ in such words 


* as in’ 
** mark.” 
makes this sound of ‘‘a™ somewhat more open 
than *‘a”™ in “*father,” as any one may realize 
by pronouncing freely and clearly the word 
“father” and then “farther.” Now it is precisely 
the “‘a™ sounds that suffer most from the fail- 
ure of a speaker to open the mouth sufficiently. 
There are rural folk living forty or fifty miles 
south of Mason and Dixon's Line who 
pronounce * like “kaint.” This pro- 
nunciation is confined to the ignorant. Such 
persons pronounce Many 
educated persons in the Middle Atlantic States 
pronounce these words with a rather short or 
close **a™ sound, whereas most New Englanders 
have no difficulty in giving them a decidedly

The *‘a’s” are specially valuable in this ex- 
ercise, for they are easily learned, and they re- 
quire for a perfectly pure sounding that the 
mouth be well opened. The obscure *‘e”™ is 
also excellent for this purpose, and so is the

Regency Square and Holland Road are all 
happy hunting grounds for would-be boarders 
and roomers. For the benefit of those who seek 
hotels I may say that the Unicorn of North 
Street with a tariff of 6/6 per day ($1.56) is 
about the least expensive, with the Metropole 
at the other end of the scale. 

A week will vanish in Brighton as do the 
first days in London. For amusements, in 
addition to ordinary theatrical and 
attractions, there are concerts on the piers, the 
admission fees to which are four to six cents, 
according to how near the music you wish to 
go. The gaily festooned 
juplicated in the shimmering water, look like 
fairyland from the shore. Then there are di- 
vers shows, bicycle polo, performing dogs, 
ventriloquists, fortune-tellers, lightning change 
artists and a perpetual changing programme of 
dangerous events, such as high diving, water 
riding and kindred shows.
